100 MORE RESCUED 


FROM DRIFTING ICE 
FLOES IN FINLAND 


Planes Carry Oats for Horses, 
Marooned With Men, 
in Gulf.

HELSINGFORS, Finland, March 
11.—A second group of 100 fisher- 
men was rescued today from an 
ice floe in the Gulf of Finland. 
About 300 others still remain on 
the floes, on which they had been 
fishing earlier in the week when 
the ice broke away and drifted to 
sea. Many horses also remain 
adrift. 

An icebréaker picked up the 
group of 100 today near Suursaari 
Island and brought them here. An- 
other group of 100 was rescued 
yesterday. 

The condition of those who still 
remain on the floes was reported 
fairly good, but the horses were 
said to be suffering. Three air- 
planes left Viipuri this morning 
carrying oats for the horses.

Original Resolution Points. 


The resolution as originally 
adopted late yesterday by the 
League's.

1. The Assembly considers the 
League covenant applicable to the 
Chinese-Japanese conflict and 
could not recognize any agreement 
reached through military pressure. 
(This approximates the position | 
taken by the United States.) 
2. The armistice efforts of the 
great Powers were acknowledged 
and they were requested to assist 
in maintaining order in the zone to 
be evacuated by the Japanese. 

3. A committee of 19 was pro- 
posed through which the Assembly 
might be able to keep a firm grip 
on the problem. This committee 
would supervise peacemaking prob- 
lems and report to the Assembly 
not later than May l. 


Stronger Action if Needed. 
No condemnation of Japan ap- 
peared in any of the three resolu- 
tions, and she was not accused of 
violating the League covenant or 
the Briand-Kellogg pact. In League 
circles, however, the impression 
prevailed that the Assembly was 
on the point of some such action if 
other methods failed to achieve 
evacuation of Japanese troops. 

By various indirect means Chi- 
na’s contention that the Manchu- 
rian question was included in the 
controversy were established in the 
resolutions. They did not de- 
nounce Japan and did not acquit 
China of any responsibility, as 
China had requested, but it was 
thought the Chinese delegation 
would accept the program. 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, and other League lead- 
ers said they were hopeful Japan 
would accept, but a unanimous 
vote of approval is not necessary 
for their adoption. 


Japanese Instructed Not to Vote 
on League Program.

The battle over the proposed sales 
tax was resumed in Congress today, 
with opponents predicting its ulti- 
mate defeat despite the fact that 
leaders of both parties have es- 
poused it. Representative La Guar- 
dia (Rep.), New York,.speaking for 
a group of House Progressives who 
met last night to plan further at- 
tacks on the proposal, announced 
this morning that he would have a 
substitute ready to offer tomorrow, 
“The substitute,” he said, ‘will 
raise $400,000,000 from luxuries 
and other taxes, and it will not 
take food from the mouths of the 
working people. For the last 20 
years the possessors of large in- 
comes have sought to graft a sales 
tax on this country. It is an odious 
tax, and in my opinion Congress 
will never accept it.” 
The proposed sales tax, which 
would levy 2% per cent on  vir- 
tually all manufactured articles, is 
the main feature of the revenue 
bill through which Democratic and 
Republican leaders hope to make 
up the Treasury deficit by raising 
$1,100,000,000 in new revenue. The 
sales tax would produce about 
$600,000,000 of that amount. The 
bill also provides for a general in- 
crease in income taxes, and a low- 
ering of exemptions to $1500 and 
$2500 respectively for unmarried 
persons and the heads of families. 
“A Tax on the Poor.” 
The drive against the sales tax 
feature appeared to be gaining mo- 
mentum. Party lines had disap- 
peared, Liberal Democrats joined 
Republican Progressives in de- 
nouncing the proposed levy as “a 
racket,” “a tax on the poor,” and 
“a plot to destroy the income tax.” 
One member described it as “a dis- 
ease whith, once contracted, will 
never be shaken off.” 
Missouri Congressmen were con- 
spicuous in the opposition. Repre- 
sentative Nelson (Dem.) of Colum- 
bia told the House that “the bill is 
an iniquitous one, and deserves to 
be defeated.” Representative Ralph 
F’. Lozier (Dem.) of Carrollton said 
the sales tax was designed to re- 
lieve the payers of large income 
taxes. Clarence Cannon (Dem.) of 
Elsberry declared he would never 
vote to tax the pencils, slates and 
notebooks of school children. 
Representative John J. Cochran

He Admits Making Con- 
tracts for Working to Put 
Measure Through Last 


Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.— 
‘At least seven. Missouri counties 
paid one-fourth of the amount of 
their private car tax appropria- 
tions, passed by the 1931 Legisla- 
ture, to Lafe Vaughn of Linn, Mo.,! 
salesman for an office supply com- 
pany, for his services in working 
for the passage of the appropria- 
tion act by the Legislature, it was 
learned today. Thé payments to 
Vaughn were in excesg of $10,000. 

Disclosure of this profitable serv- 
ice in behalf of legislation to ob- 
tain for the counties an apportion- 
ment of taxes to which they are 
entitled by law, was in connection 
with an inquiry .by the State De- 
partment of Education into the 
payment to Vaughn of $15,040 by 
the Jackson County Court, over a 
period of three years of services in 
obtaining an increase in the coun- 
ty’s apportionment of a State fund 
which ig distributed to the counties 
for free text books. 

Vaughn Admits Contracts. 

Vaughn was reached by long dis- 
tance telephone today at his home, 
in Linn and admitted that he had 
contracts with at least seven coun- 
ties by which he was to have a bill 
introduced in the Legislature for 
apportionment of the private car 
tax fund to the counties, was to 
work for its passage and was to get 
25 per cent of whatever amount the 
counties received, for his services. 
He said he had received all of the 
payments and did not share them 
with any other persons. 

Vaughn said he had such con- 
tracts with the counties of Jackson, 
Osage, Randolph, Morgan, Jasper 
and at least two others, the names 
of which he said he could not re- 
call at this time. 

The appropriations for the five 
counties Vaughn named were Jack- 
son County, $30,796; Osage Coun- 
ty, $1024: Randolph County, $1763: 
Morgan County, $823, and Jasper 
County, $5403. Vaughn said he 
could not recall the amounts 
lotted the other two counties. 

Four-Year Allotment. 

The private car tax is levied up- 
on privately owned rolling stock in 
operation on railroads, such as 
fruit cars, -refrigerator cars, oil 
and tank cars and similar equip- 
ment. The tax is collected by the 
State Treasurer and is apportioned 
to the counties by the State Audi- 
tor, on the basis of the school 
enumeration in each county. The 
law provides the money shall be 
used by the counties toward con- 
Struction and maintenance of roads. 

No apportionment of the  pro- 
ceeds of the tax was made for 
1927, 1928, 1929 and 1980 and the 
money had gone into the state gen- 
eral revenue fund. The bill passed 
by the 1931. Legislature appropri- 
ated from the general revenue fund 
the amounts due the counties for 
the tax apportionment for these 
four years. The appropriation for 
the 114 counties and City of St. 
Louis totaled $252,804. 

Vaughn said the compensation 
he received was for his services in 
working. in behalf of the measure. 

State Officials Comment. 

State officials said that appar- 
ently it was not irregular for aj}, 
county court to enter into a con- 
tract to pay a fee for the recovery 
of funds due the county, but that 
the compensation appeared large in 
the circumstances.

Deal With Jackson County. 
An enumeration made in Kansas 
City in 1925 showed a smaller 
number of pupils than the previous 
enumeration in 1920, although the 
school enrollment was greater. 
Vaughn made an arrangement with 
the Jackson County court to seek 
an increase in the apportionment 
and was to receive one-half of any 
increase obtained. As a result of 
various negotiations the Kansas 
City Board of Education made a 
showing to the State Department 
of Education of errors in the 1925 
enumeration and was permitted to 
certify as correct the previous and 
larger enumeration for 1920. This 
was to stand for five years. 

As a result of this arrangement 
Vaughn was paid $4848 in 1928, 
$5076 in 1929 and $5116 in 1930. 
These amounts were one-half of 
the increase by years. Vaughn ad- 
mitted receiving these amounts and 
said they were in payment for his 
services in suggesting means of 
increasing the county’s apportion- 
ment. 

Superintendent Lee said that so 
far as he knew Vaugh had nothiing 
to do with the adjustment of the 
Jackson County enumeration and 
apportionment as the negotiations 
with his department had been car- 
ried on by Kansas City school au- 
thorities and that they had made 
a reasonable showing in support of 
the judgment.

PLAN TO RECOVER 


AINDBERGH BAB 


Gen. Morrow, Uncle of 
Stolen Child’s Mother, 
Doesn’t Know Whether 
Idea Has Been Used. 


ENGLEWOOD, N. J., March 11. 


—Brigadier-General Jay J. Mor- 


bergh, disclosed today that rela- 


tives of the Lindberghs have urged 
on them a definite plan for regain- 
ing their kidnaped baby and paying 
the ransom. 

Seated in the living room of the 
rambling frame house where he 
‘lives not far from the home of his 
late brother, Senator Dwight W. 
Morrow, Gen. Morrow said he did 
not know whether Col. Lindbergh 
had adopted the proposed plan. 

Information received from other 
quarters, however, indicated that 
the baby’s father had acceded to 
the urgings of members of his 
wife’s family and was giving the 
propogal a fair trial. 

The plan outlined by Gen. Mor- 

row is briefly as follows: Col. Lind- 
bergh was to get in touch with a 
lawyer known to have widespread 
contacts with members of the un- 
derworld who might be in a posi- 
tion to reach the kidnapers or their 
representatives. 
This lawyer was to be authorized 
to promise the kidnapers payment 
of the ransom demanded and safety 
for themselves. 

The kidnapers were to place the 
baby with some family in no way 
connected with the case, then no- 
tify the lawyer of its whereabouts. 
As soon as the child was recovered, 
Col. Lindbergh was to send the 
ransom, in cash or bank draft, as 
desired, to some designated for- 
eign Country. 

He would refuse to give any in- 
formation to police unless he 
should be. taken into court and 
forced to do so. And by the time 
that could happen the kidnapers 
would have had opportunity to 
reach the country decided upon, to 
obtain their money and disappear. 

Gen. Morrow did not say wheth- 
er any specific lawyer had been 
named by the members of the fam- 
ily who urged this plan of action 
on Col. Lindbergh. 

He said he had not visited the 
Lindbergh home at Hopewell since 
the kidnaping and that much of 
his knowledge of the case was 
gained from the newspapers. 

In discussing the case from its 
beginning he dwelt at some length 
on the peculiar circumstance that 
the baby should have been stolen 
on a night when even its own par- 
ents did not know, until a few 
hours in advance, that the house 
would be tenanted that evening. 
He recalled that the Lindberghs 
had intended to return to Engle- 
wood for that night and only dur- 
ing the afternoon did Mrs. Lind- 
bergh decide to remain longer at 
Hopewéefl on account of the baby’s 
cold. 

She telephoned to her mother’s 
home here and asked to have the 
nurse, Betty Gow, sent out to help 
care for the baby. Then she tele- 
phoned Col. Lindbergh in New 
York, where he was planning to 
keep an evening speaking engage- 
ment, joining his family after its 
return to Englewood. 

When Col Lindbergh heard from 
his wife that she thought the 
baby’s cold was severe enough to 
justify keeping the child longer in 
Hopewell he started immediately 
for Hopewell.

Stevens, in the meantime, is be- 
ing held incommunicado at Police 
Headquarters. Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser declined to let reporters see 
him, saying: “This is a grand jury 
matter now, and I’m not interfer- 
ing with the grand jury.” 

Asked if he were going to send 
Stevens before the grand jury as a 
witness, a procedure that would 
automatically give him immunity, 
Kaiser replied, “I should say not. 
Send a murderer before the grand 
jury? I should say not.” 

How Police Worked. 
The police used psychology in ob- 
taining Stevens’ confession that He 
helped murder Edward Menken 
and Milton Rost as the result of a 
gang feud and attempt to murder 
“Crying Dave” Klegman as a part 
of the same quarrel, it was dis- 
closed today. The bombings he 
charged to his former friends were 
in the Buder and Title Guaranty 
buildings, while the attempted 
bombing was in the new Mart 
Building. All, Stevens said, were 
part of a quarrel between Hayes 
and Herman Tipton, leaders of rival 
factions of the Cuckoo gang. 

The phychological treatment 
started Feb. 25 when Stevens ap- 
plied for treatment at city hospital, 
He was suffering from poisoning, 
and said, in response to questions, 
“I was out in the county. I got 
sick and wanted to take a dose of 
salts. The guys I was with fixed 
the salts for me. But it looks like 
it wasn’t salts they gave me.” 

“Right,” said the police who 
were questioning him. “It looks 
like they were trying to put you on 
the spot.” 

Stevens said at the time that he 
was a clerk, but police had under- 
stood for some time, without be- 
ing able to prove it, that he was 
an associate of Hayes and was the 
murderer of Menken. So they or- 
dered him held, and when he had 
sufficiently recovered to be re- 
leased from the hospital, took him 
to the Soulard Street Station where 
he was placed in a cell for two 
days. 

Tells About “the Spot.” 

There police and detectives found 
frequent occasion to stop and talk 
with Stevens. “You’re the guy 
they’re going to put on ‘the spot, 
aren’t you?” they would ask. Then 
they would continue: “Are there 
any identification marks on your 
body, any scars or like that, so if 
we find you jin the river or some 
place, we can tell who it is?” 

Then Stevens was released. Po- 
lice made it a point to meet him 
frequently. At each meeting the 
officers would express polite sur- 
prise, saying, “Well, are you still 
here? What's the matter? Can’t 
they find you? We thought you'd 
be knocked off before this.” After 
a few days of that treatment, Ste- 
vens stayed in the house all the 
time. He lives with his mother, 
Mrs. Emma Dames, at 2241 South 


Tuesday night he was arrested 
for questioning. The detectives 
who took him into custody ex- 
plained it probably was a good 
thing because it would give him a 
day or two more of life, since, ob- 
viously, Hayes and his  proteges 
could not invade Police Headquar- 
ters to dispose of a former com- 
panion. Then he was left alone. 

Wednesday morning he was quite 
ready to tell Chief Kaiser and oth- 
ers what he knew about the shoot- 
ings of Menken and Rost. They 
quoted him as saying he fired the 
shots that killed Menken and wes 
one of the gunmen who riddled 
Rost’s body. 

Feared Poisoned Cigarettes. 

So convincing were the police in 
the preliminary psychology that 
when a relative called at headquar- 
ters yesterday with a package of 
cigarettes for Stevens, he declined 
to recognize the donor and growled, 
“Take ’em away; they're poisoned.” 

The police search for Hayes and 
his underlings, which started yes- 
terday, was extended into St. Louis 
County and the gang hangouts 
across the river today. Hayes, since 
he broke off friendly relations with 
Tipton, has joined forces with the 
Shelton gang on the East Side. 
One of the suspects was sched- 
uled to appear in Circuit Court at 
Clayton yesterday to answer a 
charge of carrying concealed 
weapons, having been released on 
bond some time ago. Detectives 
were waiting for him there, but he 
did not appear.

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COMMITTEE DECLARES 
AARON IN GOD HARE 


No Poor Workmanship - or 
Faulty Material in Airshfp, 
It Reports. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The 
House Naval Committee agreed 
unanimously today that’ there is 
no “poor workmanship or faulty 
material” in the airship Akron. 

Without objection, it approved a 
report by a special subcommittee 
Which said: 

“The subcommittee finds from 
the testimony submitted if there 
was any poor workmanship or 

ulty material used in the con- 
struction of the Akron that the 
Same was corrected before the 
ship was completed.” 

The subcommittee emphasized 
that “no direct testimony was pre- 
sented by any person who had 
first-hand information relative to 
the charges of sabotage, faulty ma- 
terial, poor construction and over- 
weight, other than by representa- 
tives of the United States Navy.” 

The report continues: ‘“Infor- 
mation was given that numerous 
changes had been made in the ship, 
relating to corrections being made 
wherever faulty material was 
found. It was admitted by repre- 
sentatives of the navy that the ship 
was overweight to the extent of 
18,000 pounds or more, and _ that 
the Goodyear Zeppelin Corporation 
had been penalized in the sum of 
$25,000, which is the amount called 
for in the contract.” 

Commander Alger H. Dresel, for- 
merly commanding officer of the 
'naval airship Los Angeles, and 
now attached to the Lakehurst Air 
Station, has been assigned to com- 
mand of the airship Akron. The 
ship is now undergoing repairs 
necessitated by a recent accident at 
the station. Dresel will relieve 
Lieutenant Commander Charles E. 
Rosendahl. ' 


Rosendahl is due shortly for 


promotion to the rank of comman- 
der and must have sea service be- 
fore taking the new rank. His duty 
will be aboarj the U. & 8S. West 
Virginia.

CITY BUS STATION PLAN 


Proposal Is to Use Part or All 
of Union Market for 
Purpose. 


An inconclusive discussion was 
held last night by a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen on 
@ proposal to convert part or all of 
the market section of the Union 
Market Building into a municipal 


The scheme is advocated by 
Comptroller Nolte as a means of 
getting adequate revenue to main- 


for market space has decreased, 
and as a way to get parked busses 
off the streets. ‘ Operators of a 
number of bus lines appeared at 
the hearing, and Nolte was present. 
The committee, consisting of Alder- 
man Waldman, chairman, and Al- 
dermen Wiehe and Fischer, re- 
quested the bus men to consider the 
proposal and submit their ideas at 
a subsequent meeting. 

Much of the discussion centered 
on the Union Bus Terminal. Sixth 
and Walnut streets, which is 
maintained by the Fanious-Barr 
department store. Fred Z. Salo- 
mon, manager of Famous-Barr, 
said his company paid for the 
maintenance of this building and 
made no charge to the 18 inter- 
urban bus lines that use it. The 
bus lines maintain a joint ticket 
office there on a commission basis, 
sharing that expense. 

Several bus operators using this 
terminal declared that their lines 
could not afford to pay rent for 
terminal space or to pay the sal- 
aries of individual ticket sellers.

Major differences from the Sen- 
ate bill, which is identical with that 
vetoed last year by President Hoov- 
er, include: 

More liberal leasing provisions— 
though production of a minimum 
amount of fixed nitrogen is, re- 
quired. 

Government control of the Power 
Switchboard but no building of 
transmission lines, as directed in 
the Senate bill. 

A provision directing that after 
Government operation starts, the 
plant still shall be leased to nri- 
vate interests making a satisfac- 
tory offer. 

By writing specific leasing  re- 
quirements into the bills, both 
House and Senate measures largely 
ignore the recommendations of 
President Hoover’s Muscle Shoals 
Conimission that the President be 
given authority to negotiate the 
lease terms. 

Both bills include Government 
construction of the $34,000,000 
Cove Creek dam. In the House bill, 
construction is contingent on se- 
curing a lease for the property or 
certification by the Government’s 
operating board that additional] 
power is needed for the nitrate 
plants. 

Representative Hill (Dem.) of 
Alabama headed the subcommittee 
that drafted the bill. 

“We have endeavored to carry 


out the instructions of the full com- 
mittee,’’ Hill said. “We create a 
board of three to be appointed by 
the President and approved by the 
Senate. 

‘We authorize the board to make 
a lease for a term not to exceed 
50 years, require a fixed produc- 
tion of fertilizer by the lessee and 
limit his profits to 8 per cent. 

“The Government would retain 
control of the power switchboard 
and allocate the power needed to 
the lessee, who, beyond his fertil- 
izer output, would be ‘permitted to 
manufacture allied chemicals. Re- 
maining power would be sold, with 
states, counties and municipalities 
given preference.”’ 


HOUSE PASSES MEASURE 
TO BAR “RESORT SHIPS”

WASHINGTON, March 11. —The 
Senate today passed a bill to forbid 
boats to carry pasSengers to ships 
outside the three-mile limit en- 
gaged in practices forbidden by 
this country’s laws.

The banking bill introduced by Representative 
Steagall, chairman of the House Banking Commit

The proposal to allow banks to collect exchange 
charges from the Reserve banks is even more objec 
tionable. In order to give banks a source of petty 
profits, it atrikes a blow at the nation-wide system 
of par collection of checks, built up by the Federal 
Reserve with such benefit to the general public. In 
almost every central bank of the world, the gov- 
ernment shares in the profits, as partial compen- 
gation for granting the note issue privilege. Our 
present law is in line with this policy. The Steagal! 
preposal would divide the excess profits between the 
nyem ber banks and the liquidating board. But this 
question of revenue is a minor thing compared with 
the change in banking attitude toward Federal Re 
serve policy and Federal Reserve profits which would 
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lese those who love peace make themselves heard 
in ite behalf. Congress should be given to under- 
stand in unmistakable terms that pugnacity must no 
longer be set up as @ prerequisite of citizenship.

ST. LOUIS SETS A HIGH STANDARD. 

Mayor Miller, the Crisis Committee led by J. D. 
Perry Francis and the Mayor's secretary, Mr. Field, 
aided by the citizens of St. Louis, have accomplished 
extraordinary results in raising the emergency fund 
for the relief of the unemployed in the city, The 
fund now exceeds $1,000,000, and is expected to reach 
not less than $1,100,000—nearly double the amount 
asked fer. This sum has been contributed in less 
than two weeks of active campaigning. | 

There has been no drive, and little or no persona) 
appeal to business firms and their employes. Per- 
sonal solicitation has been limited to small firms and 
individuals. The plans, however, although outlined 
in a brief period, were well laid. An appeal was 
made to every business firm and ite employes, to 
every citizen, to contribute in accord with their abil- 
ity. The facts about the emergency for the relief of 
100,000 unemployed and destitute were fully stated. 
The necessity of raising sufficient money to assure 
relief for those without the means of existence was 
stressed. ‘Quotas were suggested for contributors. 
The actual campaign was limited to one week, but 
contributions have continued to flow in. 

While the Mayor and the Crisis Committee did 
their part with good judgment and prompt efficiency, 
the citizens of St. Louis exceeded all expectations in 
their responses. They have voluntarily given and 
pledged nearly double the amount sought. 

To the amount pledged by the citizens will be 
added $600,000 to be raised from special taxes by the 
city. The surplus of the emergency fund will be held 
in reserve by trustees for the use of the Citizens’ Re- 
lief and Unemployment Committee, to be distributed 
among the destitute if needed. The surplus is wel- 
come, because it may be needed before the end of the 
year, and there will probably be no occasion for ap- 
peals in behalf of this fund. 

The Post-Dispatch congratulated the Mayor, the 
Crisis Committee and the citizens of St. Louis when 
the $600,000 asked for. was raised promptly. We re- 
peat our congratulations and commendation with em- 
phasis. The citizens of St. Louis have justified faith 
in their civic spirit and generosity. They are taking 
eare of their own, and have set a high standard of 
citizenship.

A World Policy in the Orient 


By Walter Lippmann. 


GENEVA, March 1¢@ (by cable). 

N ADOPTING as their ewn the principles 

laid down in the Stimson-Borah letter, the 

nations of the Assembly have modified 
radically the nature of the League of Na- 
tions. It might almost be said that they 
have suspended the Covenant and have re- 
constituted themselves as an association of 
nations acting under the Kellogg - Briand 
pact. 

The principle of the Covemant is that the 
nations of the League are pledged toe main- 
tain peace, by foree if necessary. R ie 
obviously the intent of the Cevenant that in 
the Manchurtan case the members eof the 
League should have institute@a boycett if 
Japan @id net withdraw her treeps and 
agree to a pacific solution of the dispute. 
That is the plain meaning of Articles 1¢ to 
16 What has happened is that the League 
got abeut as far as paragraph lit ef Ar- 
ticle 15 amd could ge no further. For just 
ahead loomed Article 16. which calls fer 
war. The Cevenant simply failed to work 
because the great Powers, which. would 
have bad te pay the costs of making it 
work, flatly refused. 

It is only fair te realize that the authers 
ef the Covenant did met contemplate a sit- 


uation like that im the Far Bast, where 
among the five Pewers mest concerned, 
China, Japan, Britain. Russia and the 


United States, two are not members of the 
League, But this explanatien dees not alter 
the fact that the system of peace-making 
laid dewn im the Cevenant has failed totally 
in Manchuria. 

At this point the American principle has 
previded the means ef saving all eur faces 
and conceivably even ef saving ultimately 
the situation itself. The American principle 
ef net recegnizing the results ef aggression. 
theugh the act ef aggression cannet be pre- 
vented, is the direct eppesite of the pre- 
cedure o¢ the Covenant. [t is in its implica- 
tions the most absolutely pacifist principle 
imaginable: ft carries inte international 
law something ef the philesephy of Mahat- 
ma Gandhi. In place ef a superiative main-~ 
taining international erder, the nations are 
te ignere and estracize the consequences of 
law-breaking. 

The principle is novel and far-reaching. 
Its effects im their application to the real 
werid are very difficult te foresee. But 


the principle is the logical euteome ef eur 


American opposition to anything in the na- 
ture of a stperstate and it is practically 
convenient in that it rather grandly reserves 
all our rights for the future without requir- 
ing the expenditure of more than words in 
the present. 

This combination of principle and expedi- 
ency aiso suits exactly the members of the 
League in their present predicament. They 
are enabled to keep alive all of Japan's obDii- 
gations not to resort to aggression without 
being compelled to act upon their ewn obdli- 
gations under the Covenant te protect China 
against Japan’s aggression. 

Yet this ts the best possible outcome given 
all the circumstances. It does not obtain 
the immediate evacuation of Manchuria; it 
does not preserve China’s terrttorial integ- 
rity and existing political independence as 
against external aggression. But it dees out- 
law the fruits ef conquest. It dees encour- 
age China to continue to refuse to sign new 
treaties dictated by the Japanese military. 
It dees subject Japan to a legal bleckade 
which should have very great financial con- 
sequences. For it is hardly thinkable that 

‘any Dank im London, Paris er New York 
weuld dare te extend credits to Japan while 
the whole legal relationship of Japan to the 
Asiatic mainiand ts under the taint of 
werid-wide eutlawry. 

The werld bas in effect anneunced a 
campaign of passive resistance against the 
Japanese aggression. Such a campaign re- 
quires a higher merale, mere understanding 
and mere enlightened patience than the ap- 
plication ef sanctions, But if it succeeds, it 
will have -reatly advanced the development 
ef intgrnatienal seciety by arming it with 
weapons which the small nations as well as 
the great Pewers cam employ. The world 
has entered upen a fascinating and perhaps 
momentous experiinent. This experiment 
has for the mement the meral support of 
all the governments, including. ene may as- 
sume, the Russian. 

There is thus a unanimity which probably 
has ne precedent, and if the peoples under- 
stand what their governments have agreed 
to, they can determine the result. For the 
Japanese cannot expleit the results of their

Three- 


into two large layer cake pans and 


PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR WEEK 


Strawberry Bavarian. Cream, 
Sponge Cake and Ice Box 
Cookies Listed. 


In the week’s menus published 
in this section today we give time- 
ly suggestions for each meal. If 
the entire menu is not followed 
each day there may be items which 
will appeal. 

Ready-to-serve bran is suggest- 
ed for two breakfasts as it is par- 
ticularly good for the family at 
this season of the year. 

Buy a sirloin or rib roast for 
Sunday dinner, allowing 56 to 6 
pounds for two meals for six peo- 
ple. A cross-rib roast, or a tender 
cut of the chuck may also be used 
if preferred. Serve with brown 
gravy and boiled new potatoes, New 
potatoes are, in most places a 
better buy than old ones just now, 
even though they may cost a little 
more per pound. Old potatoes are 
apt to be poor in quality. 

Broccoli is still good and inex- 
pensive. Allow a two-pound bunch 
for four or six people and serve 
it with a mock hollandaise sauce. 
This is made by melting two table- 
spoons butter, adding two table- 
spoons flour and then stirring in 
one cup of the water in which the 
broccoli was cooked, the juice of 
half a lemon and salt and pepper 
to season. When thickened and 
boiling, stir gradually into one beat- 
en egg and serve at once. 
Use canned, pitted cherries for 
Sunday's pie, which may. be baked 
in two crusts, made into a latticed 
top pie, or baked in tarts. One 
No. 2 can will make a medium- 
sized ‘pie that will serve six people.

Hot Potato Salad. 

Scrub 12 small new potatoes, then 
boil in salted water for 20 minutes 
or until tender. Drain, cool slight- 
ly and peel. Cut in thin slices and 
put in a salad bow! with {wo inly 
sliced white onions. Alternaté lay- 
ers of potatoes and onions. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper and pour 
over the potatoes one-third cup 
French dressing. Mix lightly with 
a fork, sprinkle with minced par- 
sley and serve warm. ~ 

Strawberry Bavarian Cream. 

Dissolve half a package of straw- 
berry flavored gelatine in three- 
quarters cup boiling water, cool, 
stirring occasionally. Pick over, 
wash and hull a pint of strawber- 
ries, reserve the. largest ones for 
garnishing, mash fhe rest and 
sweeten with one-quarter cup pow- 
dered sugar. Whip one-half cup 
heavy cream until stiff enough -to 
When gelatine is 
thickened to consistency of cream, 
add berries and stir occasionally 
until thickened again. Fold in 
cream and place gelatine mixture 
in a pan of iced water - cracked 
ice. Stir until thickened almost 
enough to shape, pour into small 
molds, chill, turn out and garnish 
with the whole berries. 

Icebox Cookies. 

Cream together one-half cup 
shortening and one and one-half 
cups soft brown sugar. When well 
blended, add two eggs and beat un- 
til emooth and creamy. Next stir 
in one-half cup milk. Sift two and 
one-half cups cake flour with one 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-quarter 
teaspoon salt and two teaspoons 
baking powder. Add to liquid mix- 
ture and mix to a soft dough. Pack 
into icebox cookie molds or shape 
in a long roll and wrap in waxed or 
parchment paper and chill over- 
night in the refrigerator. 

Cut down in thin slices, place on 
greased pans and bake in a hot 


fourths-cup chopped nuts or one- 
half-cup each chopped nuts and 
raisins may be added to the dough 
before chilling it if fruit or nut 
cookies are liked. The dough will 
keep for several days and a batch 
of it may be kept on hand, baking 
fresh cookies as they are needed. 
Fried Oysters. 

Pick over large oysters, drain 
thoroughly and roll each one in 
fine dry breadcrumbs seasoned 
with salt and pepper. Dip in beaten 
egg diluted with one tablespoon 
cold water, then in fine bread 
crumbs again. Place oysters on 
waxed or parchment paper or on a 
large platter and let stand for 30 
minutes in a cold place, then fry 
in deep fat, hot enough to brown 
a piece of bread in one minute, or 
heated to 390 degrees if you use a 
fat thermometer. Drain on soft 
paper and serve hot with tartar 
sauce, catsup or chill sauce. Allow 
six to eight oysters to a serving. , 

Sponge Cake. 

Beat the yolks of four eggs until 
creamy, add gradually one cup 
sugar and continue beating until 
very light, or for about a minute. 
Add one-half-cup orange juice. 
Measure one cup sifted cake flour, 
mix with one teaspoon baking pow- 
der and sift the mixture into the 
egg yolks and sugar. Stir until 
well mixed, then fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of four eggs. Pour 
into a greased angel cake pan or

The Home Cook Is Always 
Ready With These on 
Hand. 


Not only are they very conven- 
ient and always ready for use, but 
canned vegetables are good because 
they retain the minerals, vitamins 
and food values of the fresh vege- 
tables, due to the perfect system of 
canning now used. 

Canned peas, tomatoes and corn 
lend themselves particularly well to 
combinations which make those 
substantial dishes so good for the 
hurry-up meal when an unexpected 
guest arrives. 

Au gratin, escalloped or in other 
recipes, they may be so prepared 
that they are most acceptable to 
the guest. Here are a few recipes 
worth trying: 

Casserole of Peas. 

Combine two cups canned peas, 
one onion sliced thin, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two pe,percorns, two 
whole cloves, two whole allspice, 
one teaspoon sugar and one cup 
water. Bring to boiling point, then 
simmer about 20 minutes. Mash 
through strainer. 

Combine three slightly beaten 
eggs with three-fourths-cup rich 
milk, one teaspoon grated onions, 
dash of salt and pepper. Add this 
to pea mixture. slowly, blending 
well, *Turn into well buttered cas- | 
serole, place in pan of hot waterf | 
and bake in moderate oven for 
about §0 minutes until firm. 

Escalloped Tomatoes. |

TUNA FISH IS GALLED _ 
‘CHICKEN OF THE SEA’ 


“Chicken of ‘the Sea” is one of 
the most useful of canned products, 
for it may be used in s0 many ways 
—sandwiches, salad, creamed, 
baked with bread crumbs, as filler 
for patty shells and in baked loaf 
for meat substitute. 

Tuna fish a la Newburg is de- 
licious, and may be made as fol- 
lows: Take one can fish and flake 
it. Melt one tablespoon butter, add 
one tablespoon flour, blend well. 
Beat yolks of two eggs until light, 
add one cup cream, and mix slowly 
with butter and flour. Add tuna 
and heat well, but do not boil. 

For a tuna loaf, soak one table- 
spoon gelatine in one-quarter cup 
cold water five minutes. Mix two 
slightly beaten yolks of eggs with 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
mustard, and dash of cayenne. 
Then add one and one-half table- 
spoons melted butter, three-fourths 
cup milk and two tablespoons 
lemon juice. Cook in double boiler, 
stirring all the time until mixtiire 
thickens. Add gelatine and one 
can turn fish flaked. Turn into wet 
mold and chill. 


MEAT BONES 


Meat bones and marrow contain 
valuable mineral salts, and the 
practice of boiling a ham bone or 
any meat bones with vegetables 
has much to recommend it. Be- 
sides adding flavor to .the food, 
they are cooked with, calcium, 
phosphorus, iron and several other 
mineral salts are dissolved out of 
the bones in the cooking process. 

These, combined With the salts 
in the vegetables, make a nutritious 
dish. Cook the bones first and add 
the vegetables te the stock, cook- 
ing them just long enough to make 
them tender. Too long cooking 
spoils vegetables from the nutritive 
standpoint.

Attention to Details Is Secret 
of Successful 
Beverage,

Isn’t it good these crisp, cold 
mornings—the cup,or sometimes 
two cups of hot, invigorating fresh 
coffee? But is it as good as it 
might be? 

The finest brand of coffee may 
be ruined by poor prep@ration and 
there are many elements which 
enter into the successful making of 
America’s favorite beverage. 

In the first place, above every- 
thing else, serve coffee immediate- 
ly after making it. Don’t warm it 
over, using the remainder of yes- 
terday’s coffee with a little fresh 
added. It’s either a little bitter 
or queer in taste. You,can easily 


determine just about enough for 
each meal. 
Be sure that coffee “Has the 


proper grind. Fine ground is best 
for the drip method and a coarser 
grind for percolated or boiled cof- 
fee. 

Never guess at proportions, but 
‘carefully measure both coffee and 
water. 

When buying coffee, remember 
that from the minute of roasting, 
coffee if exposed to air begins to 
lose both freshness and aroma, s0 
many manufacturers and dealers 
sell their product in double paper 
bags, lined cartons or in cans, in 
which the coffee is packed imme- 
diately after roasting. 

Percolated Coffec. 

To make good percolated coffee, 
use one heaping tablespoon medium 
| ground coffee for each cup of cold 
water. Pour water in percolator 
pot, set percolator basket in pot, 
and put coffee in it. Cover. Let 
percolate slowly and gently 10 to 
15 minutes. 

Coffee. 

Use same proportions of fine 
ground coffee for drip method. 
Preheat pot,, put coffee in upper 
compartment or bag. Pour boiling 
water over it. Cover and let stand 
in warm place until water has 
dripped through once. Remove up- 
'per compartment and cover pot. 
| Use fresh water, briskly boiling. 
|'One pouring of water is enough. 

Boltled Coffee. 

For boiled coffee use one heap- 
ing tablespoon medium ground cof- 
‘fee and one-fourth tablespoon 
‘beaten egg for each cup of cold 
|'water. Combine coffee and egg in 
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|pot and mix well. Pour in water 
'and bring slowly to a boil, stirring 
occasionally. Remove from fire 
| immediately and let stand in warm | 
'place about five minutes, Pour | 
| one-fourth cup cold water in po 
to settle. Strain from the grounds 
‘through a fine wire strainer or 
| cheesecloth. Boiled coffee may 
| also be made in the same way 
omitting the egg.

This dough may be made and 
kept in the icebox for a week, using 
a little from it at a time, as want- 
ed. Omitting the fruit and using 
only two tablespoons of sugar, the 
dough makes excellent dinner rolls. 

The large amount of yeast used 
in this recipe makes the buns rise 
very quickly. If a slower process 
is wanted, use one-half to one

Mark Hanna’s Daughter, After Many 

Stormy Years of Participation in Pub- 

lic Affairs, Marries the Banker She 
Met in Congress. 


However, reports that they were siderable 
engaged have been persistently de- 


nied by both during the past year; 


the marriage plan was announced 
only the day prior to its fulfillment. 


“That's screamingly funny.” said 


Mrs. McCormick when asked about 


the reported engagement. 

Mrs. MeCormick was schooled 
under methods of her father, and 
was considered the equal of any of 
her opponents in political give-and- 
take. There were numerous at- 
tacks on her during her campaigns, 
the chief of them based on her ex- 
penditures in her senatorial pri- 
mary campaign. The charges lied 
to an investigation by a@ senatorial 
committee headed by Senator Ger- 
ald P. Nye, and Mrs. McCormick, 
asserting that persecution entered 
into the charges, proceeded to in- 
vestigate Senator Nye. 


Although it was not until 1927 
that Mrs. McCormick made her 
first race for public office, she was 
far from a novice at politics at 
thet time. Her training started 
early. When but 16 years old, while 
she was still completing an educa- 
tion: obtained at several private 
schools, her father directed the 
successful campaign of William 
McKinley for President, against 
William Jennings Bryan. Mrs. Mcy 
Cormick. the Miss Hanna, accom- 
panied her father on his visits to 
several states, during her vacations. 


FTERWARD she _ spent much 

time in her father’s office in 

Cleveland, assisting Mark Han- 
na after school. In 1897 Hanna 
was elected to the United States 
Senate, and there also she added to 
her political knowledge, for she did 
secretarial work for her father, 
who was as much “on the inside’”’ 
of national politics as anyone could 
be. 


She was married ta McCormick 
in 1908, but at first neither of 


them took an active part in poli- . 


tics. Then, in 1918, McCormick 
was elected as State Representa- 
tive in the Illinois Legislature. 
where he served two terms, until 
elected Congressman at Large from 
the State in 1916. Two years later 
he was elected to the United States 
Senate, which office he held until 
his death. 

Her husband had been defeated 
for re-election, just before his 
by Deneen, and perhaps 
when she personally entored active 
politics in 1927, she looked for- 
ward to succeeding to the seat. 
There was no financial incentive to 
run for office, for her inherited 
wealth or even social prestige 
would have been little augmented. 
However, there was the prestige 
that would have been hers, of be- 
ing the first woman Senator. 

Her campaigns were picturesque. 
Driving an expensive make of au- 
tomobile, wearing smart apparel, 
but unrouged and with rather plain 
features, she personally cam- 
paigned in each of the 101 coun-
